The work on the Prowsoz (Praush~Q 55/Y 41) airfield., performed under the 
direction "ef Soviet officers who are employed (sic) by a state firm from 
Bydgoszcz, called Bydgosacss Association of Land Engineering Works 
(Bydgoskle Zjed&oczenie Robot I^.owo«Ihs5;yrdery j ny cfe ) , was greatly accelerated 
in the summer of 1952* Tt&m were at least 2,000 workers, including civilians, 
soldiers, and about $00 boys and girls from the Service to Poland (SXus&ba 
PdLeoe - SP) p at the field, plus 200*350 farmers who were engaged 

in hauling way excavated soil an d carrying supplies to different parts of 
the field in their bors^dvmn wagons* A technical services group famished 
with equipment- made in East Germany, such as bulldozers, excavating machines, 
trucks, etc o, was also employed at the field * This latter group was composed 
solely of Pedes, among whom were several engineering soldiers* 

Prmxez airfield will b® about a third smaller
